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This  exhibition  is  entirely  by  invitation  and,  wherever  pos- 
sible, individual  canvases  have  been  selected  by  the  Colorado 
Springs  Fine  Arts  Center.  Although  an  essentially  regional  art 
can  hardly  be  said  to  exist  m  America  on  account  of  easy  trans- 
portation and  frequent  change  of  residence,  trends  have  developed 
in  various  Western  centers  which  have  a  distinct  character.  Many 
of  the  painters  represented  were  born  and  educated  m  the  West. 
Others,  who  originally  had  affiliations  with  the  East  or  with 
Europe,  have  lived  in  this  section  of  the  country  a  sufficient  time 
to  adapt  themselves  to  a  great  extent  to  its  ideals.  Others,  who 
hardly  can  be  considered  Western,  have  had  so  much  influence  on 
the  younger  Western  generation  that  they  must  necessarily  be  in- 
cluded. The  various  commissions  for  decorations  given  out  by  the 
government  and  the  many  WPA  projects  also  have  stimulated  in- 
terest in  the  Western  scene  and  are  helping  to  creat  regional  art. 
The  ultimate  aim  of  the  present  exhibition  is  to  bring  together  a 
group  of  paintings  representing  the  best  that  is  now  being  done 
west  of  the  Mississippi,  and  it  is  our  belief  that  such  a  show  is 
more  expressive  of  American  art  and  freer  from  contemporary 
European  influences  than  most  exhibitions  collected  in  the  East. 
Although  many  of  the  more  distinguished  painters  represented  ex- 
hibit in  New  York,  they  are  almost  never  shown  as  a  group.
